A Litter 
Written hy an Intelligent and Worthy Engltfb Man from Paris , 
to a Cen^tderable Member of the R. Society in London, 
concerning fome Tranf avians there^ relating tt the Expe- 
riment of the Transftffion of Blood. 

SIR, 

You have fuch a Relation to the Royal Society y that I think 
my felf obliged to impart unto you the Honourable men- 
tion, I heard of that Noble Inftitution in the Grand chamhre 
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of the Patlcment here, on Thurfday laft, that Society being theft 
publickly inftanc'd infer th^ Source of Noble Ex^erimtnts, and 
having the Piecedtncy of thofcin Germany , Italy, and otherpla- 
ces ot Eurofe j in that order, wherein the Orator thought fit to 
rank them. 

Tre Occafionof mentioning it was, That one Monfieur D?- 
^ys, aPhyfitian, had been qutflion'd htiowtht Lieutenant Cri- 
mifiel here for t!ie Death of his Patient (aManthat had been 
ftirk Mad for ftveial years ) who had expired under his hands , 
wliik'hc WIS Transfufing Biood into him. according to the New 
Expeimcnc. The Operation had been twice perform'd with 
go d iuccefs 5 the Patient having had thereupon a good interval 
of two Moneths after the fiifl:, and ali hopes of a longer after the 
fecondj had it not been for the debauches in Wine and Brandy, 
that he fell to, foon after the Operation. He was a Srittan by 
birth, and the Original of his Madnefs, Love. That which Mr. 
Devys^his Advocate,very much gloried in, was, that(befides that 
the Experiment had been pra^ifed with good, at leaft with no 
ill, fuccefs, in England, Gtrman'^^ Italy ^ HQlland, dec, and dcfend- 
ecl ittThefes inalmoft all ihe UniverUties qI France) there were 
two perfonSjS Man and a Woman, prefent in the Audience, that 
received a benefit to Admiration from the Experiment , after 
thty had been abandon'd by all Phyfitians and other helps. 

fti Juflifying the Introduction and Life of New Experiments 
befaid, 'Wm.ih.t Moftpec'nus LtfetothU Sttte (viz That of 
his MeflChriflianMajefty') had been faved by the Adminiftrati- 
on of a lately invented Emetique, 

This Advocat was the Son of Monfieur te Tremier Preftdent 
de la MoignM. The fame was, not long fince, in our Court,and 
is, I perceive, well known to it, and infinitely fatisficdwith the 
Civilities he had received fiom feveral perfons there Though

mitten hj Dr. Durfton/r*flb Jpljmmh Novemb. 28. 1669. gi- 
ving t» Account t why the late Big'bre4^ed Woman wot 
net ej^end after her Death. 

SIR , TT was defign'd to have examin'd the rifcera of Elix,, 
\ Travers y but her Aunt, who was with her and 
took care of her, fell into fachapatfionupon the propofal of 
opening her, that flie fcem'd to be for the time befides her 
felf J and I could not by any art get her out of the Chamber, 
where the Corps was laid out, till flic faw her nail'd up in her 
Coffin. I never faw fuch fondnefs fliewn ro a dead Body > and 
I was fufficiently troubled to be thus difappointed by a fond ex- 
travagant Woman : But yet 1 believe , if I had examin'd the 
Entrails, I fliould have fecn little or nothing extraordioary. For, 
to the laft,I could perceive no ill fmell from her Brcath,or ftrcight- 
nefs upon the Cheft_, or painfulnefs in h^r Breathings and the 
Ege^A fer urinam , &c. were well enough. If any thing 
worth Obfervation do further occurr in thefe parts, I fliall upon 
every opportunity communicate it to you, who am, ^c.

O^J.Xj'VTHcther thofe Salt-ffrings doji'ldlefs water and 
V V jnere of the Salty in great Drought Sy than in wet 
feafens ? Ans.Oxa Springs do not fenlibly alter in their dccreafc 
or incrcafc in either dry or wet feafons jforjbeing plentiful Springs, 
we have aUvayes the Pitt full : Only this is obferv'd by the Bri- 
ners^ that tliey make more Salt with the fame quantity of Brine 
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
